Professor C. S. Young of Gold Hill 
read an essay on “ Progressive Meth- 
ods of Teaching.”

Spelling should be more 
written than oral. Political favorit- 
ism in making appointments of teach- 
ers was severely condemned. The 
idea that natural sciences should be 
taught in the earlier stages of educa- 
tion was successfully combatted. Oral 
and vivid: word · picture instruction in 
all branches, was gn Mere rather 
than the d 9 2 of the text-book. 
The absu ot.” overloading» the 
mind with. — useless things was 
shown, and the lecturer evidently had 
the sympathy of his ‘hearers on this 
point, as showa by their applause. 
The ‘ microscopic topographical mon- 
strosities “ of geography were shown 
up, and a sensible method of teach- 
ing that science commended. Pro- 
fessor Young concluded this most in- 
‘teresting and able essay with the 
beautiful thought, “I believe that 
education is not worthy the name if it 
does not inspire its pupils to study 
from a love of it.” 

The afternoon’s exercises closed with 
a full and exhaustive lecture by Rev. 
(teorge W. James of Eureka, on “ Mu- 
sic in Schools. Mr. James spoke for 
about an hour, and in that time argued 
the utility and helpfulness of teaching 
vocal music in schools, He contended 
that music was as helpful as a mental 
discipline, as any of the mathematical 
or Classical cougses, and that to most 
of the scholars it is far more interest- 
ing. The purport of the lecture was 
then as follows ; All children can 
sing. It is as natural and easy to 175 
as to talk. Shall scholars, then, be 
taught merely by rote, or by method, 
If by rote, the pupil learns but the one 
song taught, without any capacity to 
learn another song; but if by method, 
he can sing one song as well as an- 
other, and, indeed, be furnished with 
a wellspring of happiness from which 
he may continually. draw. But can 
this be done? Undoubtedly it can. 
Thousands of scholars in England are 
certified sight-singers, and these are 
taught in public schools, Rev. John 
Curven invented a new notation, by 
means of which this object is to be 
attained. Street Arabs in mission 
schools, high school scholars, students 
for Queen's prizes, and candidates 
preparing for graduation in music, 
alike sing choruses in its praise.” Mr. 
James then proceeded to a scientific 
explanation of the system, which was 
listened to with marked interest. It 
is understood that the editor of the 
Pacific..ceast school Journal has ar- 
ranged with the reverend gentleman 
to give a complete and exhaustive ex 
position of this method in an early 
number of that paper. The lecture 
was illustrated and enlivened by songs 
rendered by some of the Keno scholars 
to whom Mr. James had given a few 
minutes’ instructions.

Fort Brpwett, October 23. 

Gazetrze: I stopped at old 
Wicnemucca’s rancheria three days 
ago, and found the old chief in a dying 
condition.
